Colonel Turns Over Serial 
Numbers on Bills to 
Treasury When Kidnap- 
ers Fail To Return Child 
or Tell Whereabouts. 


GAVE AMPLE TIME, 
SAYS STATEMENT 


Treasury Sends Out List 
of Numbers; Norfolk 
Trio, Amazed, Declare 
Move Has Hurt Search. 


LONDON, April 10.—(UP)— 
(Sunday.)—Three London papers 
declared today that the visit of 
Major Charles Schoeffel of the New 
Jersey state police was for the pur- 
pose of negotiating with the kid- 
napers of Charles A. Lindbergh Jr., 
and that he had successfully con- 
cluded his transactions. 

The papers—Sunday Chronicle, 
Sunday Referee and News of the 
World—said the ransom money pos- 
sibly would be deposited in a Lon- 
don bank, followed by Schoeffel’s 
return to the states in a few days. 
The baby then will be returned to 
his parents, the newspapers de- 
clared.

(UP)—Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
revealed late tonight that he had been 


double-crossed by the kidnapers of his 
21-month-old son after paying them 
$50.000 upon their agreement to noti- 
fy him as to the baby’s exact where- 
abouts. 

After waiting several days “and 
giving them every opportunity to keep 
their agreement,” the distraught colo- 
nel turned over to the treasury depart- 
ment in Washington the serial num- 
bers of the bills with which he made 
the payment and the treasury has 
now notified bankers throughout the 
country to be on the lookout for the 
ransom money. 

Lindbergh Angry. 

The colonel’s statement indicated he 
had every confidence that he had 
dealt with the proper persons, but ree 
flected his feeling of anger at having 
been double-crossed at a time when 
his only desire was for the safe return 
of his baby. 

Colonel H. Norman Schwartzkopf, 
superintendent of New Jersey state 
police, shortly after.10 p. m. ane 
nounced that Lindbergh had author- 
ized him to give out the following 
st. tement: 

“That a ransom of $50,000 was paid 
to the kidnapers, properly identified 
as such, upon their agreement to noti- 
fy him as to the exact whereabouts of 
the baby. 

“The baby was not found at the 
point designated. Several days were 
permitted to elapse to give the kid- 
napers every opportunity to keep their 
agreement. 

“It was not intended to use the 
numbers on the species in which the 
ransom was paid. But, inasmuch as 
the kidnapers have failed to keep 
their agreement and have not com- 


municated since the ransom was paid, 
it is felt that every remaining pos- 
sible means must be utilized to ac- 
complish the return of the baby. _

TEXTBOOK GROUP 


ASSUMES OFFICE 


State Commission Will 
Receive Bids for Equip- 
ment on June 8. 


Georgia’s textbook commission, com- 
osed of the members of the state 

ard of education, took the oath of 
office Saturday and set June 8 as 
the final date for receipt of sealed 
bids to supply uniform school books 
under the 1931 legislative act creat- 
ing the commission. 

The members of the commission are: 

Governor Russell, ex-officio: M. 
. Duggan, state superintendent of 
schools, exoffico secretary and execu- 
tive officer; S. D. Truitt, Sparta; L. 
A. Whittle, Cochran; Nina Cox, Ash- 
burn, and John G, Harrison, Macon. 

The oath was administered by Ike

rectly or indirectly, in the publication 
or sale of any school book now in use 
in the common schools or high schools 
of this state,” and further that they 
will not “become interested in any 
contract that may be made by the text-

The law gives the commission au-| 
thority to advertise for these sealed | 


bids for books in any manner they 
deem best. The bids are to be sent 
to Superintendent Duggan along with 
manuscripts of the texts of the school- 
books, specifying the subjects, grades 
and courses of. study to be purchased 
outright or adopted on a royalty or 
copyright basis.

PESHAWAR. India. April 9.—() 
The whole Northwest Frontier, the 
gateway to India from Afghanistan 
and soviet Russia, is seething with 


unrest and sedition. 

Wholesale arrests and a general 
policy of remorseless repression ¢€n- 
abled the government to put down the 
independence movement initiated by 
Abdul Guffar Khan, leader of the Is- 
lamie “red shirts.” 

But beneath the surface are rum- 
blings which indicate that the silenc- 
ing of these “khudai khidmatgars, 
or “servants of God,” may not 
permanent. 

Also, since the arrest and de- 
portation of Abdul Guffar Khan, the 
Afridis and other Frontier tribes 
have been threatening raids, caus- 
ing the British to send out planes 
to bomb the hostiles and also driv- 
ing caravans to shelter beneath the 
cuns of forts and  blockhouses in 
the Khyber Pass. 

In days agone the situation would 
have caused anxious Britishers_ to 
keep a long-distance watch on Rus- 
sian developments lest Kipling’s 
“Bear which walks like a man 
should come stalking across. the 
Khyber. bristling with bayonets. 
Afghanistan on Guard. 

But that menace is fading. for over 
in Afghanistan, Nadir Shah, who ¢ook 
over the throne of that restless moun- 
tain fastness a little more than two 
years ago, is building a strong buffer 
state between India and soviet terri- 
tory. 

In return for his repudiating ex- 
King Amanullah’s policy of cultivat- 
ing Russia, Nadir Shah is receiving 
steady and liberal assistance from 
the British in both money and muni- 
tions. 

A constant flow of war materials 
passes through the Khyber to Brit- 
ain’s new sentry and gatekeeper. 
The money goes as “loans,” but the 
British have little expectation of re- 


| payments. 


It has been established, too, that 
the “red shirt” movement had no 
connection with Moscow influences. 
Abdul Guffar Khan and his chief 
lieutenants repudiated communism 
and, like Mahatma Gandhi, enjoined 
non-violence on their followers. 

Peshawar a Cockpit. 

But, like Gandhi, they could not 
control all the hot-heads roused by 
their preachings, and clashes with 
police and soldiery added another 
bloody chapter to the history of the 
Frontier. 

The cockpit of the “red shirt” dis- 
turbances was Peshawar, one of the 
wildest and most romantic cities of 
the world. 

Within easy reach of Khyber 
Pass, over which plundering hordes 
have passed since earliest history, 
the city is a place of constant strug- 
gle, peopled with a strange mixture 
of humanity. 

Life is cheap, murder is com- 
mon, disputes are settled by bullet 
or cold steel and he who walks 
abroad at night takes his life in his 
hands. And all this exists despite 
British efforts to pacify the city and 
its environs, by Anglican courts of 
justice. 

Peshawar is one of the most an- 
cient cities of Asia, but its very sit- 
uation has served to prevent its ex¢ 
pansion. Today it lives within the 
confines of a barbed wire fence. For 
a mile or so outside this barrier 
there is an area of cultivation.

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SHOTS ARE FIRED 
-ATHANS LUTHER 


Reichsbank Head Escapes 
as Bullet Hits Heel of 
Porter’s Boot. 


BERLIN. April 9.—(4)—Dr. Hans 
Luther, president of the Reichsbank, 
narrowly escaped assassination tonight 
while pacing the platform of the Pots- 
dam station in Berlin, 

One shot was fired at close range 
by a well-dressed man, who, accom- 
panied by another, had been quietly 
walking up and down the platform. 


Dr. Luther was unhurt, the bullet en- 
tering: the heel of a near-by railway 
porter’s boot. Dr. Luther was waiting 
for a train to take him to Basel, 
Switzerland. 

The man who fired the shot told po- 
lice his name was Dr. Max Rosen, 
and that he was 58 years old. He said 
he was born in Buenos Aires, went to 
Loadon in 1930 and had been only a 
short time in Berlin. 

He smilingly surrendered his pistol. 
Both he and his companion, who gave 
the name of Werner Kertscher, ad- 
mitted cheerfully, police said, that 
they planned to shoot Dr. Luther be- 
cause they disapproved of the Reichs- 
bank’s deflation policy and wanted a 
“controlled inflation.” They denied 
any political motive. 

The whole affair developed so quick- 
ly that few of the other travelers were 
aware of what happened. 

Dr. Luther, who was about to en- 
train on the 9 o'clock Basel express 
with a delegation of German officials 
to attend a meeting of the Bank for 
International Settlements, did not 
lose his composure. Seeing both men 
safely in the hands of the police, he 
entered the train, which left on time. 

The police said they found that 
Rosen and Kertscher some months 
ago lodged a complaint against Dr. 
Luther and the directors of the Reichs- 
bank, whom they accused of “cur- 
rency swindling,” faking balance sheets

Oriental Pneumonic Plague Toll 
Mounting Rapidly in Manchuria 


LOS ANGELES, April 9.—/)— 
Ravages of the dread oriental pneu- 
monic plague in Manchuria have re 
sulted in casualties almost compara- 
ble to those of the Sino-Japanese 
armed conflict, Dr. Arthur Torrance, 
noted English scientist, said today.

FASCISTS PREDICT 
VICTORY AT POLLS 


Government Forces Take 
Offensive While Nazis 
Devote Energies to De- 
fense of Policies.

BERLIN, April 9.—(4)—The bits 
ter presidential campaign came to an 
end tonight, leaving the millions of 
supporters of President Paul Von 
Hindenburg confident that he will 
win in tomorrow's voting. 

The optimism of the government 
forces was duplicated by the national 
socialist disciples of Adolf Hitler, who 
insisted vociferously that their fascist 
leader would corral at least 15,000,- 
000 votes—probably enough to sweep 
him into power. 

Political commentators generally 
agreed that the one chance of a nazi 
victory rested in the possible failure 
of the Von Hindenburg supporters to 
turn out in the way they did on the 
occasion of the indecisive election 
March 13, when the 84-year-old field 
marshal piled up 18,654,690 votes, 
less than 175,000 short of the re- 
quired majority. In tomorrow’s ruh- 
off a plurality suffices. 

Aware of the danger of overconfi- 
dence, Chancellor Heinrich Bruening, 
chief of the Von Hindenburg leaders, 
has covered more ground during the 
campaign than any chancellor before 
him. Everywhere he urged the vot- 
ers to crown the field marshal’s ca- 
reer by giving him an overwhelming 
expression of eonfidence. 

Hindenburg Silent. , 

The president refrained from ad- 
dressing the nation during the run- 
off campaign that has been in prog- 
ress since last Sunday noon. To- 
night the chancellor acted as _ his 
spokesman in a final appeal at 
Koenigsberg, which was _ broadcas 
throwghout the reich. Herr Hitle 
ended his campaign in Munich, his 
home town. 

Observers have noted a difference 
between the spirit of the run-off cam- 
paign and the campaign that pre- 
ceded the indecisive election in March, 
President Von Hindenburg’s support- 
ers have seized the offensive, forcing 
Hitler into the defensive—an align- 
ment exacty reversing the story of 
the previous set-to. 

One factor in this Von Hindenburg 
offensive was the series of sensational 
raids on nazi headquarters in Prus- 
sia, followed by the publication by 
the Bavarian and Hessian govern-

558,939 in the March election, has 
dropped out. as has Adolf Gustav 
Winter, re-evaluationist.. Although 
nationalist leaders have counseled 
their party to stay away from the 
polls, Hitler is counting on getting 
much of the support that was accord- 
ed Duesterberg.

NEW YORK, April 9.—(#)—Gloom 
held unchallenged sway over the se- 
curities market this week.

Liquidation Seen. 

Despite rumors of considerable cau- 
tious bear selling, most brokers felt 
that the real liquidation was pouring 
steadily into the market, and pointed 
to sharp declines in preferred stocks 
a d bonds as evidence of it. 

The only tangible reasons advanced 
for the continued selling were the old 
ones—flat business, taxation uncere 
tainty, and the generally foggy out- 
look—but the market had evidently 
reached a state of such low morale 


+ that both good and bad securities were 


again being liquidated blindly, as in- 
vestors were apparently willing to be- 
lieve almost any sort of rumor. 

Several quarters welcomed the pros- 
pect of the senate investigation, in the 
hope that it would bring out the real 
facts of the situation and tend to 
squelch vague and harmful rumors. 
Fresh bear selling of the dollar in 
Paris, coincident with appearance of 
a fallacious report of an American 
bank suspension in a Parisian publica- 
tion, was particularly irritating to 
Wall Street. 

Improvement Lost. 

Wall Street leaders again pointed 
out that the fundamental improvement 
of the past few months, particularly 
in the banking situation, had been al- 
most completely lost sight of. The 
| fact that there has been virtually no 
seasonal improvement in business this 
spring, while disappointing, is not far 
out of line with the more conservative 
forecasts made at the start of the year, 
when leading banking quarters were 
inclined to regard next autumn as the 
more likely period in which to look 
for definite signs of a turn in the 
business cycle. 

The price index of 90 representative 
stocks dropped from the Fed closing 
level of the previous week to a low of 
489 on Friday, then recovered 1.2 on 
Saturday to a closing level of 50.1, 
making a net loss of 6.3 points, indi- 
cating a shrinkage in the market value 
of shares listed on the stock exchange 
of more than $2,000,000,000. The price 
index of 60 corporate bonds was un- 
der steady pressure, even losing ground 
in the final session of the week, and 
closing at 67.6, off 3.4 from a week 
previously. The only notable demand 
is this market was for United States 
government issues,

Serious Holidays. 

The parks in other parts of the 
union are similar to the Moscow estab- 
lishment. The same serious idea 1s 
found in all. A Moscow newspaper 
recently printed an account of the ac- 
tivities at the Leningrad park which 
is dedicated to the First Five-Year 
Plan. After recounting that the “mass 
work” of the oy is directed by trade 
unions and the communist organiza- 
tions, the article said: 

“This ‘mass work’ includes all di- 
rect political, cultural and educational 
facilities, the correlation of amusement 
and theatrical performanceg with im- 
mediate political, social and economic 
compas such as the popularization 
of the Third Decisive Year Loan and 
the personal care of tools and ma- 
chines,” 

Although this communistic attitude 
makes recreation a somewhat serious 
business, the Moscow park is crowded

On Dry Referendum 


LANSING, Mich., April 9.—(?)— 
With considerable showmanship, anti- 
prohibitionists today placed the issue 
of state concurrence in bone dryness 
on the ballot for submission to Michi- 
gan voters next November.

YOKOHAMA HERO 


OCEAN LINER RATES 


NEW YORK, April 9.—Acting in 
concert with the other trans-Atlantic 
steamship lines, the French Line an- 
nounced appreciable reductions in its 
rates in all classes, effective now. 

These rate cuts, which bring 
French Line fares down to a level 
unheard of since the war, are looked 
upon by the company as an experi- 
ment, designed to offer the oppor- 
tunity for trans-Atlantic and foreign 
waved to a greater percentage of this 
country’s 120,000,000 people, accord- 
ing to a statement made by Felix 
Lachesnez-Heude, acting general 
manager here, when interviewed yes- 
terday. 

“We are prepared to make this 
sacrifice in immediate revenue, in 
the hope that it will develop much 
new usiness,’ said Lachesnez- 
Heude. “However, the French Line 
has no intention of lowering the pres- 
ent high standards of service and 
cuisine. We do not feel that it 
would be fair to our clientele to make 
such an experiment at their ,ex- 
pense. If the experiment proves the 


fallacy of trying to sell existing 
standards at the new low rates, it | 
may be necessary to again adjust th 
rates, on au upward scale, but at | 
leaset the public will not have paid . 
for our experiment.”

CUNARD AND ANCHOR 
INES REDUCE FARES 


NEW YORK, April 9.—The Cunard 
and Anchor lines announce drastic re- 
ductions in rates for travel to Eu- 
rope effective immediately. The reduc- 
tions will be made in all classes of 
travel from first to third class. A re- 
duction of 20 per cent will be made 
on all first class, cabin, tourist and 
third class rates to Europe. The re- 
ductions will apply to all services of 
the Cunard and Anchor lines between 
the United States, Canada and Eu- 
rope and to all their ships. including 
the three express liners, Berengaria, 
Aquitania and Mauretania. 

In addition, the usual “summer sea- 
son” increase has been dispensed with, 
the new low rates applying all year 
around. Thus, in effect, passengers 
will be paying as much as 40 per cent 
less on certain accommodations than 
previously in the summer season.:Some 
idea of the size of these reductions 
may be obtained from a comparison 
of the new minimum rates for various 
classes and steamers. The Aquitania 
and Berengaria old $275 first class 
rate in the summer season is reduced 
to $200. The Mauretania, formerly 
is now $188. Cabin rates for 
such steamers as the Franconia and 
Carinthia, formerly $155 to England 
and $160 to France, are down to $124 
te England and $129 to France.

A free Philippines constitutes a pe- 
litical vacuum in the far east, Euz- 
land's pavy. Japan’s navy, and our 
own fleet are of their present relative 
sizes because we hold the Philip- 
pines. Withdraw the United States 
from that position and what hap- 
pens ? 

England, looking over the activities 
of the Japanese military party in the 
last six months, may well fear a Japa- 
nese attempt to seize the islands. Nhe 
will desire sufficient ships to prevent 
it, which furnishes a convenient text 
for the Japanese militarists to preach 
heir people that Britain is plan- 
ning to seize the Philippines, and 
therefore Japan must have more 
ships. Silly, perhaps, but that is the 
wary works. 

Then when both the British 
and the Japanese are duly augmented 
f this situation, what bap- 
pens to our own desire to have a 
navy equal to the British and ih a 
certain ratio to that of Japan? The 
need will. of course, be very clear. We 
tan will have to have mere ships.

Eye Defects in Children. 


Medical Society.

to health conditions in this section.) 


Few persons are aware of the fre- 
quency of eve defects in infants nad 
children. Many of these defects es- 
eape detection until the child has 
reached the school age. By that time 
the damage to vision may have be- 
come permanent, 

Dr. W, Oliver Lodge, of Bradford- 
England, has reventiy called atten- 
tion to the importance of this mat- 
ter. Many of these visual defects, 
says Dr. Lodge, are hereditary; some 
improve, a few remain stationary, and 
others become worse. Many older 
children find their preparation for at- 
tractive careers arrested owing to 
processes that might have been fore- 
seen, Wf not prevented. 

Bishop Hamon, in a careful ex- 
amination of the eyes of B68 Lon- 
don school children between the ages 
four and seven, found that in 
per cent there were present such high 
errors of refraction that medical at- 


educational regimen was necessary. 
Some eye defects such as congenital 
cataract or squint are generally rec- 
ognized by the parents quite early, 
but others, such as near-sizhtedness, 
far-sightedness or astigmatism, _re- 
main undiscovered until the child en- 
ters achool and receives ai careful 
visual examination by an oculist.

For several days I have noticed a 
mockingbird trying to run my blue- 
birds from a bird box. The other 
morning six bluebirds were gathered 
and were trying to drive the mocking- 
bird away. All the jays in the neigh- 
borhood were yelling “Jay Jay!” And 
that means “an enemy!” I don’t think 
jays do as much harm as people say 
they do. I have never seen a jay hurt- 
ing any other bird. They do not eat 
hardly any of your crops. They are 
after the worms. Jays do sound sassy, 
but jay jay means an enemy is near. 
It may be a hawk or a cat or even 
the frightening scare of the mocking- 
bird. This scare is produced by the 
mockingbird saying a drawn-out “Sp- 
a-a-h.”

They 
paid for it in order that they might 
have a proper and adequate supply of 
good water provided to them at the 
cost of service and without the profits 
which are allowed to privately owned 
public utilities. They have paid for 
the system except for a small amount 
of outstanding bonds, The system is 
their own. They are its customers. It 
is right and proper that they should

But if a man owned a house he 
should not be required to pay rent 
on it if he uses it. So if the city’s 
residents own the waterworks they 
should not be required to pay for their 
use above the cost of providing for

$1,000,000 after this was paid. 


taxes paid upon each property as- 
sessed for taxes in the city. The gross 
collection of taxes in Atlanta is ap- 
proximately $15,000,000 per year. This 
$1,000,000 of water profits operates to 
reduce the taxes on each property 
about one-fifteenth. To illustrate: 


If a bank or an office building paid 
$1.50 per hundred taxes on an assessed 
valuation of $1,000,000, the tax levy 
twould be $15,000. But if the water 
wb were not in the general tax 
und the tax which that same bank or 
office building would have to pay 
would be $16,000. The owners of the 
bank or office building have saved 
$1,000 at the expense of the water 
consumer under the present system of 
water rates. 


It is not right, just or equitable for 
the small water user to be taxed for 
the purpose of reducing the taxes upon 
property. A per family tax of 50 cents 
per month is in many respects similar 
to a per capita tax. Both are repulsive 
to our principles of government. It is 
just and fair that the user of water 
pay for the water he uses, but it is 
not just or fair to make him pay for 
the system and then pay a profit upon 
its use, 

Of course it may be urged that the 

000, also operates to reduce the 
taxes upon the small home one-fif- 
teenth. That is true, but the average 
home assessed for taxes at $2,500 now 
pays $37.50. Under an honest system 
of water rates the taxes on the home 
would be $40. While the home owner 
saves $2.50 by the delivery of this 
$1,000,000 of water profit into the 
general treasury, he loses $6 on his 
water rate. While the bank or office 
building pays twice the water rate it 
saves a thousand dollars. 

The present system operates to levy 
a higher rate of taxation upon the 
man who has least property and it 
does it to the advantage of the large 
taxpayer. It operates to reduce the tax 
burden of the larger property owner 
and to place the burden of tax more 
heavily upon the small home owner. 
The present water rates are now fixed 
by law of the state and any change 
would have to be made in the state 
legislature.

Daylight Is Lost on 
Some Days by Smoke 
Pall. 


BY HIBBARD 8S. BUSBY, 
Director A. Rrench Textile School, 
Georgia School of Technology. 
The Constitution’s excellent edito- 
rial of last Sunday brings to public 
notice a matter that has such serious 
effects upon business and life in At- 
lanta as to demand the united action 
of every citizen who is really interest- 

ed in the city’s welfare. 


Some tests which have been made 
over a rather long period at Georgia 
Tech, and certain information brought 
together from observation of the dis- 
comforts and serious dangers result- 
ing from the quantity of soft coal 
smoke freely distributed over the city 
may help to bring forcibly to our no- 
tice that a constructive determined 
policy of control of this thing is an 
immediate necessity if we are to real- 
ize our true place as a modern, safe, 
desirable city. 

First, how much actual light do we 
lose from the overcast condition due 
to smoke? The best way to answer this 
question is to actually measure the 
quantity of light we have in a normal 
day and then to compare this figure 
with the amount we have on a similar 
day when the only interference with 
this daylight is the smoke afloat in 
the air over us. It is a normal con- 
dition to find 7 per cent loss due to 
this smoke, and we have some in- 
stances on record of as much as 35 
per cent of the light being lost in a 
certain day from this cause. 

We have gone ever further, and 
made a summary of this condition. 
The record from which this summary 
has been made was recorded continu- 
ously since 1929. In that period we 
find, by comparison of our measure- 
ments with United States weather bu- 
reau records, that an actually record- 
ed loss of 12 per cent of the total 
available daylight is caused by this 
smoke, and that it is possible to cal- 
culate an additional likely loss of 7 
per cent, 

Higher Light Bills. 

This means, first of all, that Atlan- 
ta citizens, home-owners and business- 
men are paying for artifiical light, 
during supposedly daylight hours of 
the working day, a bill which can 
easily represent 12 per cent of the 
daylight that they have the right to 
expect as available to them. Nor does 
this light bill react to the benefit of 
any public service company selling 
light. Quite the contrary. Where a 
burden is imposed upon either an in- 
dividual or a business, which burden 
is merely the overcoming of a handi- 
cap, that burden takes away from the 
actual purchasing power of that per- 
son or business by just that much 
money. Most people, and today most 
businesses (!) have only a certain 
limited quantity of resources at their 
disposal. If any part of that is Jost, 
a lesser quantity remains upon which 
to operate, just as the “dead mileage” 
of the return trip of a taxicab, after 
leaving its fare at its destination, 
must be figured into cost per mile of 
the trip, if someone is not to go broke. 

With this handicap of wholly un- 
necessary light loss placed upon peo- 
ple they are not as readily potential 
customers for improvements and the 
little luxuries; which they desire, and 
which they would add to their sur- 
roundings if they were not already 
worrying how to meet the “fixed over- 
head” which this smoke light-loss and 
similar things impose upon them. 

Such a burden has another effect, 
What people have to pay for in over- 
heads of this character, they pay 
grudgingly. What they pay for the 
satisfaction of their desires they pay 
more cheerfully and certainly in great- 
er volume than for necessity pay- 
ments. They will make a harder strug- 
g'e to pay for the satisfaction of de- 
sires than for fixed charges. 

Second, there is the labor and the 
cost of laundering of materials used 
in the home for drapery and decora- 
tive purposes. Several comparisons ob- 
tained from actual tests are interest- 
ing. In one case, cotton draperies tak- 
en from a residence in_ the better 
downtown residential section of At- 
lanta yielded to four successive stand- 
ard washings with an approved laun- 
dry soap before they could be consid- 
ered as actually clean. 

Next it was noticed that dark col- 
ored draperies taken from this sec- 
tion of town required two or three 
more complete launderings in a given 
year than did the same draperies when 


required one or two additional laun- 
derings per year when used downtown 
than when used, outside the smoky 
region. 

Next, after two or three of the. 
groups of four washings each given 
them, even very ruggedly constructed 
draperies gave out in many places, 
sho..ing worn spots, holes, color faded 
spots, etc., and were exceedingly sen- 
sitive to tearing action. 

_ Fabrics Destroyed. 

A climax of this situation was that 
one fabric, dyetl with a color .that 
had successfully resisted very severe 
light fading tests over a Considerable 
period of exposure, showed a loss of 
color of about one-half of its original 
shade when, after a period of about six 
months in place, it was taken down 
prior to washing. Any chemist will 
substantiate the reason for this action 
from his knowledge of what takes 
place when a sulphur-containing ma- 
terial like soft coa! is brought into 
contact, with rain and moisture and 
has a chance to act upon a thing like 
a colored cloth. 

This corrosive action which soft 
coal brings to bear on things was the 
cause of a very serious accident, some 
years ago, in a large western city, 
The large overhanging metal and 
glass coping that extended over the 
sidewalk in front of the main entrance 
of a large department store was held 
in place by two large chains running 
from the outer corners of this over- 
hanging piece to staples in the main 
wall of the building. Without any 
previous warning, this whole coping 
fell to the sidewalk one day, in the 
midst of heavy traffic. Several were 
severely hurt and the store suffered 
a number of damage suits that were 
a source of great expense and trou- 
ble. The investigation of the cause 
of the accident disclosed that the 
large amount of soft coal smoke, at 
that time prevalent in the city, had 
caused a continuous eating away of 
the connecting links of these chains 
until they gave way completely and 
allowed the heavy weight to drop into 
th> street. This incident was of ma- 
terial influence in forcing more re- 
strictive smoke control ordinances 
upon the city, from that time. The 
city mentioned is today, in spite of 
climatic conditions which prevail 
there, many times freer of smoke ob- 
struction than is Atlanta, and long- 
time residents of the city have fre- 
quently remarked that the clearing up 
of that situation marked the turning 
point which led to a much noticeable 
wave of industrial activity. 

Effect on Purchases. 

The writer has had a great deal of 
contact with merchandising represert- 
atives of many nationally advertising 
organizations, during the last four or 
five years. In most cases these men 
were responsible for selling programs, 
for their companies, in the southeast. 
Invariably these men have complained 
that this is a region adapted largely 
to the purchase of inferior merchan- 
dise, and cite the fact that frequent 
purchases of inferior goods are the rule 
here among classes of trade where 
there would be every reason to expect 
the purchase of highest class mer- 
chandise. This criticism has been espe- 
cially severe in times of housefurnish- 


ing. 

It should be pretty clear to any ob- 
server today that there is too general 
and widespread reading of national 
magazines fr the level of public taste 
to differ much between one city am 
another, but it looks to be a logic, 
thing for people to buy cheaper mz: 
terials and replace them oftener, since 
they have to replace them anyway be- 
cause of this destructive influence, 
than it does to buy the best and lose 
them quickly. 

The most destructive and disheart- 
ening influence in Georgia today, and 
in Atlanta in particular, is the mis- 
application of needed effort from the 
places it is most needed, Businessmen 
and home owners who suffer unéer 
the handicaps of the kind which this 
smoke hazard produces are losing, 
daily, for no good and useful purpose, 
money, labor and effort which ought 
to be turned into the upbuilding of 
home and business advances, rot to 
the ash can. 3 

Moreover, there are available, at 
such low cost that their savings write 
off their installed cost in i. very short 
period, extremely efficient processes 
and devices for the complete control 
and removal of this smoke hazard, 
One of the best known of these is not 
a profit-making activity in the usual 
sense, its actual earned income being 
regularly returned, at the behest of 
its inventor, to educational and re- 
search activity of public benefit, each 


year.

RELIEF WORK SCOPE 
IS WIDENED HERE 


Atlanta workers in the field of hu- 
man welfare have accepted broader 
responsibilities of service, with a view 
to reaching enlarged needs of the 


_times, according to a review prepared 
|Saturday by Frank Miller, executive 
director of the Atlanta Community 
Chest, of developments at last week's 


sessions here of the Georgia Confer- 
ence on Social Work. 

Principles and conclusions devel- 
oped at the conference which were 
accepted as guides, and most of which 
were related to existing emergency 
conditions, were outlined as follows in 
the report: 

1, Social service and proper treat- 
ment @ cases is essential in saving 
both private and tax money, 


2. Large grants of public funds to. 


care for the needy unemployed have 
been found generally necessary in a 
survey of relief methods in cities of 


'the United States. 


3. Social workers have agreed that 


| the period of unemployment will be of 
‘long duration, and have prepared for 


a long period of unusual needs as well 


as for emergency service. 


4. Federal aid is a resource ulti- 
mately to be uséd in relief, and steps 
should be taken to acquaint repre- 
sentatives in congress with needs of 
the state and to obtain appointment 
of a state commission by the governor 
to study the situation. 


5. More emphasis is to be placed | 


on leisure-time activities for proper 
guidance and development of young 
people rendered idle by conditions. 

6. The human element in social prob- 
lems is to be regarded as of the high- 
est importance and given first consid- 
eration. 

In connection with the principle of 
individual treatment of problems and 
the emphasis on human elements, Mr. 
Miller pointed out that in existing 
conditions, with widespread distress 
in many circles which never before 
were touched by need, every case pre- 
sents different problems requiring per- 
sonal treatment. 

“The necessity of a trained person- 
nel in social service and relief work, 


‘to apply expertness and patience to 
one of the greatest problems ever to | 


be presented in our nation, is demon- 
strated,” Mr. Miller said. “The bur- 
den of responsibility upon these work- 
ers, both professional and volunteer, 
has redoubled. The obligation of care- 
ful and effective expenditure of relief 
funds, public and private, is greater 
than ever before, because the need is 


so much greater and the money avail-- 


ble must cover a wide field.”

HE AMERICAN who wanders into 

distant Java wil] find himself con- 

fronted with some of the typical rid- 
djes which the Far East presents to the 
traveler from the occident. 

It ig customary for us to associate densely 
populated districts with a great deal of 
bustle and a feverish struggle for existence. 
But in Java, where 45,000,000 people are 
concentrated in an area equal to that of 
New York state, life moves on in a tran- 
quil, pastoral] vein, the workers being un- 
disturbed by the fact that they are strug- 
gling for the bare necessities. 

Most of the population of the island is 
engaged in the production of rice and cof- 
fee, but sugar, tea, and tobacco also are 
raised. The low, marshy plains are well 
suited for the cultivation of rice, and the 
patient, hardy nature of the inhabitants, 
who are capable of laboring through the 
heat of the day without complaint, makes 
possible the raising of this crop on a large 
scale. 

Java is an island of contrasts which the 
American finds dificult to understand. To 
the very edge of the tilled fields the jungle 
comes creeping, still) untamed though the 
plains have been settled for centuries. In 
its dark fastnesses the rhinoceros grazes,

eves alert for the coming of man. lhrough 
the underbrush the leopard moves stealthily 
and the wildcat crouches upon overhang- 
ing branches. Even the tiger may be 
glimpsed at times in some deep recess of 
the forest. And pdisonous reptiles glide 
through long, lush grasses or twine them- 
selves lazily about the limbs of trees. In 
the adjoining fields the patient buffalo, 
domesticated for centuries, works for man, 
drawing burdens right up to the edge of 
the jungle where his wild cousins roam. 
Upon the plains between the blue sea 
and the green jungle, little villages repose, 
almost invisible beneath their canopies of 
palms. The houses are for the most part 
bamboo, with here and there one of stone. 
Over the entire scene tower the moun- 
tains.

who went down with the Titanic to the bottom of the sea. 

On that date twenty years ago the world’s largest liner was plowing west- 
ward on its maiden This vessel, the Titanic, the crowning 
achievement of the shipbuilder’s skill, embodying features which had been 
developed after centuries of experimentation. It like a great floating

Ships still go down, it ts true; but in nearly 
every case the disaster is due to preventable 
conditions, such as age or a bad state of repair. 

Effective steps have been taken to prevent 
crashes as well as to keep ships afloat after acci- 
dents have occurred. Shortly after the sinking 
of the Titanic, an iceberg patrol was organized 
to protect trans-Atlantic trafic. The expense of 
the service is borne by the nations which benefit, and the manage- 
ment is left to the United States coast guard. 

Two cutters have been put on permanent duty in the North 
Atlantic, and during the period of iceberg danger, from March 
| to July 1, one or the other of these boats 1s on guard. Its business 
is to locate every weberg floating toward the shipping lanes, cal- 
culate its drift, and broadcast this information by radio. It is 
estimated that some days as many as XX) ships listen for these 
reports. Many of them send queries to the iceberg patrol, some 
typical questions being:

1829—William Booth, founder of the 
Salvation Army, was born at Notting- 
ham, England.

In 1864 he estab- 
lished a mission in London, which, in 
1878, became the Salvation Army. There 
was much opposition to the Salvation 
Army in Britain in its early days, but 
soon it was recognized as a great bene- 
ficial agency. The movement spread 
rapidly to America and other countries. 
Booth died in 1912.

1689—William III. and Mary were 
crowned joint sovereigns of Great 
Britain. William was born at The 
Hague Nov. 4, 1650, and was the son of 
William IL. prince of Orange and stadt- 
holder of the Dutch republic. William 
Ill. married Mary, the eldest daughter 
of James, duke of York, who afterward 
became James IL. It was this marriage 
that eventually brought the Dutch prince 
to the throne of England. William died 
March 8, 1702. 

1814—Napoleon Bonaparte abdicated 
as emperor of France at Fontainebleau, 
at the urgings of his marshals. Napoleon 


left France and went to Elba, as em- 
peror of that small island, and Louis 
XVII. returned to Paris. Less than 
eleven months after his abdication, Na- 
poleon re-entered France, and then be- 
gan the famous “hundred days,” which 
led to his defeat at Waterloo and his 
exile to St. Helena. 


April 12 

1777—Henry Clay, famous American 
statesman, was born in Hanover county, 
Virginia. He was admitted to the bar 
in Richmond in 1797, and the following 
year moved to Lexington. Ky. to prac- 
tice law. At the age of 2Y he was ap 
pointed to fill an unexpired term in the 
senate. Later he was reappointed to 
fill another unexpired term in the upper 
house, and in 1811 he was elected to the 
house of representatives and chosen as 
the speaker of that body. He served as 
speaker from 1811 to 1814, from 1815 to 
1820, and from 1823 to 1825. Clay was 
secretary of state under John Quincy 
Adams. He was in the senate from 183] 
until 1842, and was a presidential candi- 
date in nearly every campaign from 1824 
to 1848. He died in Washington June 
29, 1849. Clay was a slaveholder. Though 
he professed to be opposed to slavery, 
he was ever a bitter enemy of the aboli- 
tionists. 

1861—Confederate forces began the 
bombardment of Fort Sumter in the 
harbor of Charleston, South Carolina. 
[t was the first actually hostile act of 
the Civil war. 


April 13 

1598—Henry IV., king of France, 
signed the Edict of Nantes, by which 
his Protestant subjects, the Huguenots, 
were granted réligious and civil liber- 
ties. Under the edict the Huguenots 
were given the right to hold public wor- 
ship in certain cities, one hundred 
‘places of safety” were set aside for 
them, and their pastors were paid out 
vf government funds. The edict .was re- 
voked Oct. 18, 1685. 

1743—Thomas Jefferson, third Presi- 
dent of the United States, was born at 
Shadwell, Al-

He served as 
a member of 
congress, as 
governor of 
Virginia, as 
minister to 
France, as sec- 
retary of state.

OT SO very long ago, as we 
N count time these parlous days, 

the great-grandson of a patriot 

carried me to the Library of 
Congress (as if I were a stranger to 
that incomparable place), and taking 
me up to the second floor where the 
Caxton Bible and originals of the 
Emancipation Proclamation and of the 
immortal Declaration of Independence 
are on exhibition, he paused in fronb 
of the birth warrant of our freedom. 
For some moments he looked at the sig- 
natures attached to the document, and 
then moved over to the cabinet in which 
a clearer copy of the original is ex- 
hibited. Running his fingers down the 
names on the left hand corner, where 
one always finds the signers from the 


colony of Georgia, he stopped on a pen. 


scratch. 

“There it is!" he exclaimed. “There Is 
where my patriot ancestor, John Hous- 
toun, started to sign but was called 
away before he could make his John 
Hancock.”’ 

Whether this story can be fully veri- 
fied from the records of the Continental 
Congress, or is just one of the many 
fictions that certain genealogists palm 
off on those of us who are interested in 
knowing if we came from a silk purse 
or a sow’s ear, this humble reporter can- 
not tell. His own researches neither con- 
firm nor deny it, but they do disclose 
one of the most unique and original 
stories that are apt to come-to light in 
this vear when we are celebrating the 
birthday of the man who made good 
that instrument for us. 

Georgia was the last of the colonies to 
come out of the clutches of King George 
III, and it was a group of New Eng- 
land men who took her out. They had 
come down from Dorchester, Mass., and 

ttled at a place on the Ashley river 
in South Carolina, 15 miles above 
Charlestown, which they named Dor- 
chester, where they established a flour- 
ishing colony. In a little while, needing 
more land, 50 families of them hived 
into Georgia and founded = another 
colony on the Savannah river at a 
place named Midway—another New 
England name—some miles above the 
city of Savannah. This was the center 
of «ll the revolutson in Georgia. 

From this little colony of New Eng- 
land men there came one of the purest 
and saintiiest of men, who became a 
Methodist bishop, after having had a 
remarkable career as an eloquent Meth- 
odist circuit rider. His name was James 
©. Andrew. It was around him that the 
storm of the anti-slavery movement in 
the Methodist church beat, and because 
his wife was a slave owner the church 
divided, and then the parsons preached 
us into one of the most unnecessary 
as well as bloodiest wars in history. 

Georgia was well governed in colonial 
days, her las: roval governor being Sir 
James Wright, baronet, a native of 
South Carolina, his father being the 
great. chief justice of that cdlony. His 
aciministration was So mild and in many 
ways so well baianced and progressive 
fhat the historians of Georgia pav him 
the compliment to gay that he has never 
had a who was his superior, 
and few, if any, his equal. 

When the stamp act was passed the 
New FEngland men at Midway flamed 
into- a passion, and were aided and 
abetted by a group of young men in 
Savannah and bv the minister of the 
Independent Presbyterian church, Dr. 
John Joachim Zubly, a native of. Swite- 
erianad, a true disciple of John Calvin, a 
preacher of great force, who might have 
written his name high on the roll of 
American patriots alongside of Dr. John 
Witherspoon if he had not, like Benedict 
‘ Arnold, been a traitor to the patriot 
cause. It Was this man who kept my 
Georgia friends patriot ancestor from 
Signing the Declaration of Independence. 

Governor Wright had no stomach for 
Civil War in hi province, so at the 
first outbreak of revolt he took ship and 
went to England, where he remained for 
-0 months, returning to Georgia just 
after the orde: i? had been 
jasued closing the Boston. It 
might have been better for his adminis- 
tration if he had Kept on his job. 

The colony had been divided up into 
parishes. and each parish given the 
name of some saint in the church 
calendar. The Established Religion had 
sway everywhere, and this did not 
serve to compose the minds of the Geor- 
gia descendants of the Puritans. Their 
was located in the Parish of St.

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rebellion in Georgia was 
located in St. John’s parish, and the 
revolutionary measures inaugurated 
there were to be traced to the ‘“descend- 
ants of New England people of the Pu- 
ritan independent sect,’ who, “retain- 
ing a strong tincture of republican or 
Oliverian principles, have entered into 
an agreement among. themselves to 
adopt both the resolutions and associa- 
tions of the Continental Congress.” 
The leader of this group was Dr. Ly- 
man Hall, a native of Connecticut, a 


praduate of Yale, and the real leader 
of the Georgia revolutionists. But for 
him Georgia might never have come 
out. When the first congress was called 
in Georgia and met in Savannah in 
1774, it refused to elect delegates to the 
first continental congress, and St. John's 
parish was so incensed at this that they 
elected Dr. Hall a delegate, declared 
their own independence and sent him 
to Philadelphia. He went, Was unani- 
mously admitted and then found that 
Patrick had been alive at this time, he 
he could not vote for Georgia on mat- 
ters that required fhe votes of states. 
In the meanwhile a small group of 
young men in Savannah issued another 
call for a convention of patriots to meet 
at the Liberty Pole. at Tondee’s Tavern, 
in Savannah, to consider the macters 
that were agitating all of the colonies. 
One of them was John Houstoun, the 
son of a Scotch baronet, Sir Patrick 
Houstoun, who had held numerous of- 
fices in the colony, among others that 
of treasurer and personal representative 
of General James Oglethorpe. If Sir 
must have sided with the crown, for all 
of the “belted earls’ in the colonies did 
so. The fathers of two of the foremost 
young men in that group, the Hon. 
James Habersham and Colonel Noble 
Jones, remained loyal to the crown while 
their sons bore arms against the crown. 
In this congress and in the second 
one, John Houstoun was the ruling 
spirtt, and when Georgia did finally 
elect six delegates to the continental 
congress he was chosen, along with Dr. 
Lyman Hall, Dr. Zubly, Archibald Bul- 
lock and Noble W. Jones. In a subse- 
quent election Button Gwinnett and 
George Walton were elected to succeed

Not that he was responsible in 
any way for the introduction of the 
disease, but the council, wise men they 
were, deemed it best of the health of 
the community to isolate the afflicted 
negroes and take steps to prevent the 
spread of the dread disease to the 
colonists.

teresting study in colonial medicine and 
sanitation, for it shows that, so far 
as this particular malady is concerned, 
we have not made much progress in the 
treatment of it, beyond fencing against 
its spread by vaccination. Sir Edward 
Jenner's discovery of vaccine had been 
made in England, but it was too recent 
for its widespread use and it had not 
yet been introduced in Georgia. 

Dr. Zubly was very active in the Geor- 
gia congresses, and to him was given 
the honor of writing the addresses to 
the crown, to Governor Wright, to the 
continental congress and to the people 
of Georgia. The last-named document 
breathes the spirit of freedom and con- 
cludes with this moving injunction: 

“You will permit us most earnestly to 
recommend to you a steady perseverance 
in the cause of liberty, and that you will 
use all possible caution not to say or 
do anything unworthy of so glorious 
a cause; to promote frugality, peace and 
good order, and, in the practice of every 
social and religious duty, patiently to 
await the return of that happy day 
when we may quietly sit under our vine 
and fig tree and no man make us 
afraid.”’ 

John Adams took note of the arrival 
of all the Georgia delegates as they 
reached Philadelphia, both in letters to 
his wife and in his intimate diary. Of 
Houstoun he wrote Dame Abigail: “He 
is * * * a young lawyer of modesty as 
well as sense and spirit, which you will 
say is uncommon.” Another diarist, 
Richard Smith, of New Jersey, record- 
ed that “two of the Georgia delegates 
are possessed of Homespun Suits of 
Cloaths, an adornment few other mem- 
bers can boast of, besides my Bror. 
Crane and myself.’ Of course, there 
were Hall and Houstoun. 

The journal of the continental con- 
gress does not show that Houstoun was 
in Philadelphia after December 14, 1775: 
so, of course, he had no opportunity to 
sign the Declaration on July 4, 1776, or 
the parchment copy on August 2, of that 
vear. It is possible. of course, that he 
made that mark which was pointed out 
to me, but, if so, history and the original 
records are silent as to that. 

It is a mistake, I think, to assume 
that the continental congress came to- 


eether with the avowed intention of 
cutting loose from England. Some of 
the foremost and most influential mem- 
bers of the body were opposed to that 
course. John Adams tells us that the 
Pennsylvania delegation came out from 
Philadelphia to meet the Massachusetts 
delegation on the road and caution them 
to keep silent about independence. 
Francis Hopkinson, probably the most 
influential single member of the con- 
gress, was opposed to secession from 
England. Of a truth, Massachusetts and 
Virginia carried the colonies out of the 
kingdom of Great Britain. 

When the talk among the members 
reached the point of discussing the ad- 
visability or propriety of a declaration, 
Dr. Zubly declared that “a republic was 
little better than a government of 
devils,” and entered upon a treasonable 
correspondence with Governor Wright, 
advising him fully what was going on 
and urging him to take steps to keep 
Georgia loyal to King George. This cor- 
respondence was seized by a clerk of the 
congress, and Judge Chase, of Maryland, 
a delegate, publicly denounced Zubly as 
a traitor. Zubly hotly denied the charge 
and demanded that Chase produce the 
proofs. 

Leading members of congress had evi- 
dently been advised of Zubly’s treason, 
and were shown the treasonable secret 
correspondence with Governor Wright, 
but for some reason they did not allow 
the matter to become public, nor did 
they spread it on their journal. Instead 
they let Zubly know that they had his 
correspondence, whereupon he fled from 
Philadelphia. 

Before leaving, Zubly wrote the fol- 
lowing quaint and bibulous letter to 
Houstoun and Bullock, two of his asso- 
ciates, who do not seem to have de- 
nounced him for his treason. This is 
typical of Georgia. People of that state 
hang together better than do people 
of any other state. 

“T am setting off for Georgia greatly 
indisposed,” said Zubly. “You will doubt- 
less reach home before me, though you 
should not depart these ten days. In 
case of my first arrival I think not to 
make any report to our council of safety 
till we are all present. I have left my 
case with spirits of my lodgings (having 


a smaller one) which I advise you to 
take with you well filled if you do not 
mean to drink whisky etc., by the way. 
It will either suit you or Mess. Ham- 
ersham, Should I arrive before you I 
will not fail to acquaint your friends 
but I can only travel slow—I wish you 
a pleasant journey.” 

Congress, of course, had no power to 
punish Zubly, but it feared that his in- 
fluence in Georgia would be such that 
he would cause a defection of that col- 
ony from the general interest, so Hous- 
toun was sent in pursuit of the recreant 
dominie, and this took him away from 
the congress to which he had been elect- 
ed. While he was rendering a great 
service in one direction, he was denied 
the honor of making his children sons 
and daughters of the signers. 

On reaching Georgia, Dr. Zubly im- 
mediately took sides against the liberty 
people and became so obnoxious that the 
colony banished him from Savannah in 
1777 and seized his estate, which was a 
very large one. He moved over into 
South Oarolina, which was under the 
dominion of Cornwallis and the Tories, 
and lived there until 1779, when he was 
permitted to return to Savannah, it be- 
ing then in the control of the royal gov- 
ernment. He died there in 1781, just be« 
fore independence was won at Yorktown. 
“Broken in heart and fortune,” says his 
biographer, “the latest years of his life 
involved a ceaseless struggle with mis- 
fortune.” 

Princeton conferred her highest de- 
gree on this unfortunate man, and Sa- 
vannah keeps his memory alive with the 
name of two streets, “Joachim” and 
“Zubly,” and “St. Gall,” in honor of his 
birthplace. 

In a letter to the Earl of Dartmouth 
this man had written: “Proposals pub- 
licly made by ministerial writers rela- 
tive to (arming) American domestics 
laid the southern provinces under the 
necessity of arming themselves. A pro- 
posal to put it in the power of domestics 
to cut the throats of their masters can 
only serve to cover the proposers and 
abettors with everlasting infamy. The 
Americans have been called a ‘rope of 
sand,’ but blood and sand will make a 
firm cementation; and enough Ameri- 
can blood has been already shed to ce- 
ment them together into a threefold 
cord not easily to be broken.” 

Eighty-five years later other Geor- 
gians were saying the same thing about 
a similar proposal from another direc- 
tion. 

Houstoun followed Zubly into Georgia 
and helped drive him out of Georgia. 
He was Kept at home by the machina- 
tions of the dominie and then before 
he could return to the continental con- 
gress was elected the second governor 
of his state. He served during part of 
the Revolution and after that became 
chief justice of his state. A second time 
he became governor, and when he stood 
a third time was defeated by Edward 
Telfair. He then became justice of the 
peace of his county and later mayor of 
Savannah, in which capacity he wel- 
comed General Washington to that city 
when he was on his southern tour. Al- 
ways, however, he was known as Govere- 
nor Houstoun. 

This was no ordinary man, and yet 
the state which he did so much for 
hasn't even named a village for him. 
Hall and Bullock and Walton and 
Gwinnett and Harbersham and Jones 
have counties named for them, but you 
do not find his name on any map of 
Georgia. Even in the histories and en- 
cyclopedias his name is spelled Hous- 
ton. 


There must have been a reason for 
this. His father was a baronet, and had 
Georgia remained a part of the kingdom 
of Great Britain he too would have 
been a baronet. Now titled folks in this 
country, except in a limited circle of 
snobs, are out of place. Everywhere, 
after the Revolution, they were neglect- 
ed and allowed to sink into a relation of 
nonexistence. It was so with Bryan Fair- 
fax, Lord Mounteagle, who was known 
to Virginians as the plain old dominie 
of Christ church, Alexandria. It was 
so with many other “belted earls’ 
among us plain plebeians. 


One of John Houstoun’s ancestors 
lives in Washington, D. C. His name is 
Houston R. Harper. He is secretary of 
the District of Columbia Hotel Men's 
Association. You will note that he, too, 
has modernized the spelling of his name. 
Had Georgia continued loyal to Mother 
England our tavern keeper might be 
called Sir Houston R. Harper, or Sir 
H. R. Harper-Houstoun. 

And then John Houstoun has a hotel 
in the national capital named_ after 
him. When it was opened an effort was 
made to call it “Howston” hotel, but 
the cabbies insisted there was no such 
hostelry here; then, alas, it was changed 
to “Hewston,” and everybody thinks 
that it is but another monument to 
Texas Sam Houston, who was a far 
eg man than any of the “Howston” 
clan.

‘Ominous News From Paris _ :-:

T% SPITE of police officials, crime com- 
missions and other processes of the 
law, gangland goes on, year after year, in- 


creasing its malignant power, digging its 


talons deeper into the pocketbooks—and 
hearts—of the nation. 

Chicago, New York—indced virtually all the big 
cities of the East—have felt the blight of the 
racketeer, the gunman and other varieties of organ- 
ised hoodlumism. But until recently the cities of 
the Pacific Coast were comparatively free from this 
type of outlaw. 

Yet it was inevitable that a city like Los Angeles, 
for instance, would sooner or later be an unwilling 
host to the gangster. Within a few short years, 
gangland had seen that city skyrocket from a small 
community to become the metropolis of the Far 
West. During one decade, 1910-1920, it had in- 
creased its population more than 80 per cent. 

With this phenomenal growth came sudden 
wealth from industry, agriculture and the rise of 
the motion picture industry. This was abetted by 
the tnflux of elderly persons of wealth, attracted by 
California’s mild climate. Rich pickings, indeed! 

The wealthy and beautiful suburbs of the city 
particularly offered a fertile field for the racketeer. 
Outstanding was Hollywood. Here was a suburb, 
really a large city in itself, which had become the 
capital of one of the leading industries in the coun- 
try. Here many of those who had attained sudden 
riches as a result of that industry made their homes. 
To organized gqngdom, there were few places in 
the country with such concentrated wealth, 

Thus what two centuries ago was quiet Spanish 
countryside became a new plunder-ground for the 
underworld, Perhaps there was a certain poetic 
justice in this, since it must be admitted that certain 
factors in Hollywood at one time had ill-advisedly 
placed the suggestion of a halo around the gang- 
ster’s head. In some underworld pictures it had 
bestowed upon the racketeer and the common gun- 
man a reckless bravado and dash which seemed to 
find a popular reception throughout the land, 
momentarily. 

But Hollywood soon was to learn the unpleasant 
difference between the gangland of the screen and 
of reality., The following story tells of the most 
dramatic incident in that nightmare of kidnaping, 
death and terror, created by fifteen exiled hench- 
men of the gangdom’s overlord, Capone. It is also 
an. account of the strange jinx that seemed to touch, 
often in a deeply tragic way, those who crossed the 
gangsters’ path, Finally, it provides an interesting 
side-picture of socio-criminal conditions in modern 
American civilization.

O Hollywood, until a few months ago, gang- 
sters and racketeers were remote individuals, 
who plied their hard-boiled trade in Chicago 

or New York, and furnished many a rousing 
underworld plot. 

True, one might find in the movie colony 
sinister-looking men who talked about, beer- 
running, bumping others off and of muscling in 
on rival rackets. They, however. were harmless 
fellows one usually found before a camera. 

Or others might be a real stick-up, a safe- 
blowing job, a beer hijacking foray or even a 
murder. But these were sporadic incidents and 
not the work of organized gangdom—for all 
Southern California was practically free from it. 

And then one day there came from Chicago 
a group of ambitious young fellows with large 
ideas and shifty eyes. They looked at once. with 
scorn, pity and greedy glare, upon the “unorgan- 
ized state of affairs” in the Sunshine State. They 
decided to do something about it.

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LOOKS ARE DECEIVING

From the moment they began to “‘improve’’ 
conditions, Hollywood was subjected to a reign 
of terror such as it had seldom experienced 
before, either in reality or on the screen. First 
there was an immense-scale series of whiskey- 
running plots, in which the runners frequently 
were killed in skirmishes with police and prohibi- 
tion agents. 

Then many movie stars were:threatened with 
abduction for ransom—these threats reaching 
their climax in the kidnaping of the wealthy E. L. 
(““‘Zeke’’) Caress, former race track magnate, 
and his pretty wife. Out of this episode came a 
battle between police and mobsmen, in which one 
officer was shot. 

Many other things happened. But anyone 
observing them objectively would have noticed 
one curious thing: that alw ays the doings of the 
gangsters were marked by a jinx, and that always 
they were linked by police with the name of one 

Ralph Sheldon. It was Sheldon, who with two 
others, was arrested, tried and convicted of 
kidnaping. 

Let us take a look at this young man, whose 
name became a synonym for terror in Hollywood. 
Taking even a good close look at him you would 
be unable to find much difference between Shel- 
don and your corner groceryman, or he might, 
judging from his appearance, be a bank clerk, 
a bookkeeper—but not a gangster. Indeed, if 
you will study the picture of Sheldon and his 
wife, reproduced on this page, you probably will 
conclude he is just a young, good looking, good- 
natured chap. 

So he seemed to those who met him when he 
first invaded Southern California. But back in 
Chicago he had a different kind of a reputation. 
To the police and public he was an officially rec- 
ognized public enemy. To gangdom he was 
known as a “tough mug.” 

He was one of Al Capone’s most trusted 
lieutenants. He had a hand, so Chicago police 
insisted, in many of the questionable exploits of 
When there was a killing involving 
rival gangs, the police usually called in Sheldon 
to find out about it—and usually found out 
nothing.

Sheldon became notorious for his danng. He 
was granted probably the highest recognition in 
his own circle when Capone invited him to join 
his mob’ This he did, becoming head of the 
Capone organization “back o’ the yards’—the 
Chicago stock yards district 

But if Sheldon was tough, he also was a con- 
stant victim of tough luck. In the first place he 
was tubercular. which eventualiy played a part 
in his leaving Chicago. Although his ventures 
often proved successful, it seemed that every 
time Sheldon had his finger in a pie some of his 
confederates found that pie was, for them, just 
a mess of cherries. 

The climax—and the end—of his Chicago 
career came with the killing of State’s Attorney 
William MeSwiggen, in connection with which 
Sheldon was questioned by police. He did not 
do it—vehemently denies to this day that he had 
anything to do with that brutal slaying. “But 
it’s just the kind of luck |] always have,” he says, 
‘“‘and they made it pienty hot for me and for Al.” 

So Al Capone and Sheldon left town hur- 
nedly and went to Hot Springs. Ark., to wait 
for things to coo! off in Chicagu. where it was 
“hot”? for them There Capone, until that mo. 
ment Sheldon’s staunchest friend, is believed to 
have told him that he must leave town. because 
he was bad luck—a Jonah

with his wife, Helen. 

“Zeke” is reputedly worth $2,000,000, having 
cleaned up a fortune on the race tracks. Mrs. 
Caress is known as a charming hostess in Holly- 
wood, and even more famous as a dog fancier. 
Her “Clear the Way,’’ Boston bull, has been ad- 
judged by experts throughout the country the 
most perfect dog of his breed known. Mrs. 
Caress refused offers of $7 


much attention in the local newspapers, and it 
was inevitable that they should become a target 
for the kidnapers. Thus on the night of Decem- 
ber 20, 1931, while returning to their home 
(originally built, by the way, for Lou Tellegen 
when he was the husband of Geraldine Farrar) 
something unexpected happened to Mr. and Mrs. 
Caress. 

Their next-door neighbors, Esther Ralston, 
film star, and her director-husband, George 
Webb, saw the Caress car drive past and they 
waved. As the car entered the garage, four 
men, armed with pistols, seized the couple. 
Tadashi Wakabayshi, Japanese chauffeur, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Caress were ordered into the rear 
seat of their captors’ machine. The three were 
blindfolded with adhesive tape and driven to a

The four men drove away. Mr. 
and Mrs. Caress and their chauffeur 
reported to police that one of thé men 
was Sheldon. Meanwhile, anxious 
to cash the check at a gambling boat, 
anchored near Long Beach, the kid- 
napers sped through the night. As 
they passed through the town of 
Long Beach their car was halted by 
police searching for liquor-runners. 

Before the police could begin in- 
spection, the gangsters started shoot- 
ing. Police Officer H. A. Waggoner 
was wounded, so seriously that he 
is still in a critical condition. Sur- 
geons say that if he lives he will be 
paralyzed for life. 

The next day Sheldon, Mrs. Shel- 
don, Jimmy Doolen, Jesse (‘‘Cheesy’’) Orasti and 
others known to be associated with the former 
Capone lieutenant were arrested. There was a 
hectic court trial at Long Beach. Part of it was 
held in the wounded police officer’s hospital 
room. The so-called Sheldon mob was acquitted. 

After the shooting trial Jimmy Doolen de- 
cided Southern California was not only as warm 
as the Chamber of Commerce claimed, but alto- 
gether too hot for him. He took a boat to Hono- 
lulu, but there he was found and severely beaten 
up. He decided to return to California, and, as 
he told the Los Angeles District Atorney, to 
“even things up.” Thus he was enlisted as the 
State’s star witness in its case against Sheldon. 

But the jinx hovering over Sheldon was not 
atanend. Doolen had been placed in the county 
jail as a material] witness. Ona day he reported 
to the police that Sheldon had visited him in his 
cell, and had tried to intimidate him. 

Jailer C. R. White, veteran Los Angelés offi- 
cer, was thereupon dismissed. 

James Burns, a trusty in the jail, with only 
a year’s liquor sentence left to serve, was 
brought into court. A five-year Federal liquor 
sentence, which had been suspended, was in- 
voked against him for his slight aid to Sheldon. 
Now he must spend the next five years of his 
life at the Federal Prison, at McNeil Island.

The tip proved false and on 
the return flight the plane crashed. Dewar and 
seven others in the plane were killed. 


Even today the bad luck of the former.Chi- 
cago gangster has not abated. The other day 
the Japanese chauffeur, Wakabayshi, died from 
tuberculosis. This was indirectly the result of 
pneumonia he had contracted while held captive 
in the mountain cabin with Mr. and Mrs. Caress, 

Meanwhile Mrs. Sheldon is in a highly nerv- 
ous state from constant worry over her husband’s 
affairs. Mrs. Caress has been under the care 
of doctors because of shock and nervousness 
caused by the kidnaping experience. 

And there is Sheldon himself—convicted of 
kidnaping after a dramatic trial in which the 
prosecuting attorney asked the jury to “send 
the word to all the world that kidnaping shall 
not.go unpunished.”

HERE are numbers of annual 
flowers that) may be planted in 

{ the outdoor living room that will 

add beauty and color to it for 
the summer. One of the most pleasant 
and interesting phases of the present 
vogue for beauty out-of-doors, is this 
growing demand for out-of-doors living 
rooms. There is not a thing more pileas- 
ant than to sit in one of these attractive 
living rooms late in the afternoon of 4 
hot summer day, particularly if it comes 
after a hot day spent in the city. 

Anyone who has planned and pianted 
an outdoor living room will tell you it is 
one of the most fascinating gardening 
experiences. It is an interesting problem 
to start with. Its design stimulates the 
imagination and with each new plant, 
seed or bulb that goes to make its car- 
pet, walls or draperies, there comes an- 
other new idea, for a different sort of 
decoration. 

Prom the earliest crocus, followed by 
other spring flowering bulbs and flower- 
ing shrubs, throughout the time of the 
summer flowering bulbs and the annual 
flowers; on into the fall when we en- 
joy the autumn colors; throughout the 
winter when our evergreen walis and 
berried plants add beauty, this room 1s 
nteresting and beautiful. Any decorator 
vill say that it is a simple matter to 
nake a room beautiful, but to make it 
interesting, requires* personality. The 


* out-door living rooms give us an ideal 


,lace to express this personality. 

In our home the carpets must be 
swept and cleaned and occasionally re- 
jlaced, and the same things are neces- 
sary in our outdoor living room. This 
is the proper time of the year for the 
carpet to be patched with the addition 
of more grass seed and a liberal appli- 
‘ation of fertilizer. The method that 

generally followed in this spring 

¥ .tching of the carpet is to cut the grass 
© ry closely, rake off all of the trash, 
icks, rocks, and dead grass with a steel 

} ke. This raking should be done very 
_ ‘zorously, in order that the top crust 

. the ground be slightly broken. After 
_ ois has been done, broadcast the seed 
iver the bare spots, apply a liberal 


amount of fertilizer over the entire lawn, 
and roll, or firm, in some other manner. 

It is also a good plan to soak the 
ground thoroughly after this work has 
been completed. Be sure to let the water 
sprinkler run for an hour or two at 
each spot. 

The care of the border planting is also 
important. We mean by border planting, 
the planting of evergreens that make 
our walls. The care of these plants is 
»yarticularly important the first season. 
The soil in the bed or border should be 
cultivated, giving it the same treatment 
that would be given a g&arden in which 
one waé raising prize flowers or vege- 
tables. After the soil has become packed 
from rains or watering. cultivation 
should be done as soon as the ground 
has dried out enough to be worked 
easily. The purpose of this is to ke >» 
the ground loose about the roots and to 
preserve the moisture in the soil. Sure 
face cultivation provides a layer of fine- 
ly pulverized soil through which the nat- 
ural capilary action of the water in the 
soil is discouraged. The fine earth acts 
as a mulch of the simplest form and 
thereby discourages evaporation. 

The sight of the bare ground is some- 
what objectionable, but if the beds are 
kept neatly edged, this appearance will 
be good. The good that is done to the 
plants will more than offset this objec- 
tion. 

ZINNIAS. 

Another old-fashioned flower that will 
add a variety of color to our out-of-door 
living room is the zinnia. The beauty of 
the zinnia lies in two characteristics: 
its ease of growth, and its continunity 
of bloom. It is not unusual for the first 
blossom to appear within six weeks after 
planting the seeds and they will con- 
tinue to appear until killing frosts ap- 
pear. The range of colors from which 
they may be selected is really enormous. 
These include white, yellow, rose pink, 
pink, scarlet, red and orange. 

The culture of zinnias is very simple. 
They prefer @ rich garden soil and will 
grow best if they are given an applica- 
tion of some good fertilizer about once 
every two weeks. They glory in the sun 
and will really grow best in an open 
field. This does not mean that full sun 
is absolutely necessary, as they will 
bloom nicely with only a half day's sun.

PLAYER who enters the bidding 
after one of the opponents has 
opened the bidding is in a de- 
fensive position.

overcall with one spade. If vulnerable. 
he should have at least 5 playing-tricks 
in his hand, including 11-2 honor-tricks 
with a five-card suit, or 2 honor-tricks 
with a four-card suit. 


When it is necessary for the defend- 
ing hand to make an overcall of two- 
odd, when not vulnerable, the biddable 
suit must have at least five cards and 
about 4 trump tricks, with at least 11-2 
honor-tricks somewhere in the hand. 
The total of playing-tricks should be in 
the trump suit. When vulnerable. the 
trump suit should promise 4 sure tricks 
and there should be at least 2 honor- 
tricks in the hand. 

If the opening bid is a forcing two- 
bid, the defending player can hardly 
overcall, since game is practically cer- 
tain in the adverse hands. Defending 
players must heed the danger signal. If 
defending hand finds it desirable to 
overcall with a bid of three-odd—as- 
suming that the opening bid was not a 
forcing bid—he must hold at least 6 
playing-tricks when not vulnerable. of 
which about 5 (at least 4 sure tricks) 
are in the trump suit; if vulnerable, he 
must have 7 playing-tricks. The honor- 
trick requirements remain the same, of 
course, as for lower overcalls. 


In conclusion, to make a simple over- 
call the defending hand must have at 
least 11-2 honor-tricks and a fair bid- 
dable suit of five cards or more; or, for 
an overcall of one-odd, a four-card suit 
and 2 honor-tricks. An overcall of two 
or higher should never be made on a 
four-card biddable suit unless it is ex- 
ceptionally strong. Applying the rule of 
“two and three,” the defending player 
counts on his partner for 2 supporting- 
tricks when vulnerable. or for 3 sup- 
porting-tricKs when not vulnerable. If 
he makes an overcall of two or higher, 
partner can count on him for a five- 
card biddable suit, and so can support 
with as few as three low trumps if he 
has more than 2 supporting-tricks (vul- 
nerable) or 3 supporting-tricks (not vul- 
nerable), 

If partner happens to be trickless. the 
Gerensive overcall may be passed around. 
and perhaps even be doubled. but the 
resulting penalty is not likely to be 
Higher than the score opponents would 
have made st their own bid. The few 
‘igner penalties that may be incurred 
are Worth the general gain that results 
from not allowing the opponents to 
hay e too easy a time of it in reaching 
‘ne Dest bid for their combined hands.

The Outdoor Living Room. 


For quickest results, the plants may 
be procured, but there is still ample time 
to start these plants from seeds. Plant 
the seeds either in rows or broadcast. 
After they have reached a height of 
three or four inches, they should be 
thinned out, leaving at least a foot be- 
tween the plants. 

Shallow cultivation after each rain, 
or even more often, will help to hold the 
moisture for the proper growth of the 
plant. This cultivation will preserve the 
moisttire and give the roots a chance to 
grow to advantage. It is a good plan to 
follow, to fertilize these plants each time 
that they are cultivated. This fertilizer 
should be worked into the soil for best 
results. 

Within the past few years much work 
has been done by the plant breeders to- 
ward perfecting the zinnia. They have 
recently introduced what is commonly 
called dahlia flowered zinnias. These 
have come by their name because of 
their similarity to dahlias. The petals 
are slightly curved, the flowers very 
double and practically all of the ugly 
center has disappeared. They are also 
much larger than the regular zinnias. 

These flowers sometimes reach a size 


of six inches in diameter. To raise some 
of the extra large flowers, pinch off the 
early buds without allowing them to 
come into bloom. The second crop of 
buds should be partly removed, leaving 
only about half of them. Just as they are 
about to come into blossom, give the 
plant an application of liquid manure 
or some nitrate of soda. 

Thinking about nitrate of soda re- 
minds us that it is one of the finest 
forcers known. It should be applied 
sparingly. About one teaspoonful of the 
soda for each plant is plenty. It is im- 
portant that the flowers be watered 
thoroughly after this has been applied. 
There is grave danger of burning when 
this fertilizer is used, but if the proper 
precautions are taken there is not any 
fertilizer that will give the immediate 
results that can be obtained from this 
product. 

These annual flowers may be planted 
with the shrubbery against the wall of 
out-of-doors living rooms. If this method 
of planting is followed a better show 
will be gained by planting several of the 
plants in groups. To make this even 
more effective, solid colors may be plant- 
ed in each little group of plants. As a 


general rule, the use of these plants 
in the separate colors will be much more 
effective than the use of mixed colors. 


Another branch of the zinnia family 
that is becoming better known and more 
popular, as it makes new acquaintances, 
is the very dwarf, pompon zinnia. These 
little fellows are about the size and are 
similar in other ways to the pompom 
dahlia, and are really very attractive 
flowers. The plants themsélves are dwarf 
in habit of growth, usually attaining a 
height of 18 inches. The flowers are very 
seldom more than one or two inches in 
diameter. 

Another type that has been recently 
introduced is the quilled zinnia. These 
are similar to the cactus dahlias. These 
plants grow to the usual zinnia height- 
about three feet. They are commonly 
seen in a number of different colors, in- 
cluding all of the common iznnia colors. 
Add some color to your out-door living 
room. 


MARIGOLDS. 


There is a family that will add color 
to our living room throughout the sum- 
mer and fall. The orange, yellow and 
brown colors are all included in this 
famous marigold family. These flowers 
May be started from seeds planted out- 
of-doors now, or the plants themselves 
may be procured and set out directly. 
Any good garden soil will be satisfac- 
tory for these old-fashioned flowers. 
They will stand neglect and still grow 
well. On the other hand, if a little care 
is given them, they will prosper, and 
fill the room with color. 


The velvety browns and mahoganies 
of some of the French types have no 
counterpart in any other annual. The 
oranges and yellows are the richest tones 
in these hues that the annuals furnish. 
The tall, huge, crinkled globes of the 
African marigold furnish the brilliant 
orange, sparkling yellow and paler lemon 
in prodigal profusion, all summer long. 


The mainstay for edging borders for 
blossoms throughout the late summer 
and fall is the dwarf French marigold. 
These little fellows, with their deep tones 
and their stripings and mottlings of 
browns and reds, with their ferny foliage 
spangled with these double rosettes, al- 
ways make a gay show, and bloom in- 


cessantly until killing frosts arrive. A 
type not so well known is the tall 
French. This variety reaches a height 
of about three feet and usually grows 
well even in poor soil. As a matter of 
fact, for some strange reason, it seems 
to bloom even more profusely if the soil 
is not too rich. 

Marigolds will flourish in almost any 
soil, but they must have plenty of sun- 
light. In rich soil they pause a while to 
develop a supply of luxuriant foliage 
before developing their normal wealth of 
bloom, but once they have made their 
leaf and stem growth. they devote their 
entire energy to bloom. Less rich soil 
is preferred by some gardeners to induce 
earlier bloom and less rank growth. The 
tall Africans with a border of the Dwarf 
French marigolds will make a brilliant 
bed of color from late spring until kill- 
ing frosts, 


WHAT TO PLANT IN APRIL. 


BULBS-ROOTS: Gladiolus, dahlias, 
cannas, tuberoses, elephant ears, 
fancy leaf caladiums and German 
iris, may all be planted this month, 


FLOWER SEEDS: All of the annual 
flower seeds, such as ageratum, 
sweet alyssum, snapdragon, asters, 
nasturtiums, candytuft,,cosmos, for- 
get-me-nots, gaillardia, baby’s 
breath, larkspur, portulaca, sun- 
flower and a dozen others, may be 
planted this month. 


FLOWER PLANTS: All kinds of bed- 
ding plants may be planted now. 

GRASSES: Grasse mixtures as well as 
Kentucky blue grass may be plant- 
ed now. 


SHRUBS: Roses and shrubs are grow- 
ing now and will appreciate a good 
fertilizing. 


VEGETABLE SEEDS: All of the 
vegetable seeds may be planted dur- 
ing this month. 

VEGETABLE PLANTS: Set out to- 


mato, pepper, eggplant, cauliflower, 
celery, sweet potato, cabbage and 
onion plants now.

WEDNESDAY: 


In this, the month of dogwood, it is. 


interesting to know just how it came 
by its name. It has always seemed to me 
a pity such an attractive thing should 
be burdened with such an unlovely name. 
Whether you call it “dog’ with a very 
short “o,” or “dawg,” it’s still pretty bad. 
The Latin name for dogwood is cornus, 
which, because of the toughness of the 
wood, was derived from the word 
“cornu,’’ meaning horn. It is said on 
good authority that the name “dog- 
wood” arose from the fact that in olden 
times a decoction of bark from cornus 
sanguinea was used in England to wash 
mangy dogs. Mangy dogs! Now why 
couldn't it have been something like 
wooly lambs? 

According to Bailey's Encyclopaedia 
the various species of dogwood have 
many interesting uses. The flowering 
dogwood furnishes a useful substitute 
for quinine. It is said that chewing 
these twigs has been known to ward off 
fevers. The powdered bark and fresh 
twigs make a good tooth powder. The 
bark mixed with sulphate of iron makes 
a useable black ink. Scarlet dye is made 
from the roots, and the wood is used 
for tool handles, since it is hard and 
close-grained. 

Add to all those good qualities the 
fact that it will grow in shade as well 
as full sunlight and thrives in almost 
any soil, and the score for dogwood is 
about 100 per cent. 

THURSDAY NIGHT: 

Digging about in the garden recently, 
have uncovered several of those de- 
spisable green and black worms. You 
would have thought the recent severe 
cold would have frozen the juicy things 
stiff, but there they were, alive and 
wiggling, just biding their time until 
the tender new plants are served up for 
them. Made me recall vividly one or two 
nights last summer when some of the 
very same varmints were discovered—by 
flashlight—making a meal off some fine 
petunia plants. By day it’s almost im- 
possible to find these worms because 
after their midnight feasts they burrow 
in the soil near the root of the plant 
and are so much the color of the ground 
you can hardly ever find them. 

Another pest that works under cover 
of darkness is the cutworm. These 
worms may be controlled to some extent 
by the use of a poisoned bait prepared 
by mixing one tablespoonful of arsenate 
of lead powder with one tablespoonful 
of molasses and adding to this one cup- 
ful of wheat bran. This mixture should 
be placed in small piles on the surface 
of the soil wherever the worms have 
been at work. 

FRIDAY: 

This morning at a nursery on Murray 
Hill avenue, saw bed after bed of the 
queerest silver-leaved plants. Was told 
they were snapdragons that had been 
threatened with “rust,” and were being 
subjected to a kill or cure test. The 
leaves had all been sprayed with a mix- 
ture of lime and sulphur and glue, and 
they looked positively ghostly in their 
sticking plasters. Have read since com- 


ing home that the glue spray alone has 


been found to be an effective insecticide, 
and is recommended for ridding ever- 
greens of red spiders in the summertime. 
A solution of ordinary glue is made by 
dissolving one-half pound of cheap glue 
in a small quantity of boiling water and 
adding sufficient liquid to make five 
gallons. Will be interested to discover 
whether the snapdragons responded to 
the treatment. 

SATURDAY: 

Something entirely new—to this gar- 
dener at least—in dahlias, appears to be 
the orchid flowering kinds, which should 
prove quite useful as cut flowers for 
dinner or luncheon table. They are said 
to be of the easiest possible culture, too. 
If planted and allowed to grow naturally, 
they will produce bushy plants, two to 
four feet tall, literally covered with blos- 
soms. For quality blooms, the bushes 
may be trimmed back to about four 
main stems to each plant and staked. 
For gardeners who find single blossoms 
more appealing than double, this orchid 
a dahlia should prove a real

° HAT happened to Dorothy 
Arnoki? 

She was a healthy, in- 

telligent, popular girl, 

ith everything to live for—it is 

iard to believe that she killed her- 

self. And if she was abducted (this 

is the theory most generally held) 

1nd remained alive, surely she 
,ould have re-appeared. 

Murder? If that’s the answer, then 
nobody knows why or how or where 
the dreadful deed was done. Not the 
faintest trace of her, so far as the 
public knows, was ever unearthed 
from the moment she was last seen 
on a crowded Manhattan street. 

From time to time the report has 
cropped up that the police know the 
answer to the Arnold riddle and for 
reasons of their own—or for reasons 
of the Arnold family—have kept it 
secret. Maybe. The same reports 
spring up periodically in connection 
with all our more sensational mys- 
teries—the Elwell murder, the Wil- 
liam Desmond Taylor case, the 
Hall-Mills enigma. 

Still, it may be true. One won- 
ore. ws% 

Incidentally, the Arnold case of- 
fers a striking contrast to the Lind- 
bergh kidnaping, for whereas the 
latter case received the fullest pos- 
sible publicity tmmediately, there 
was no public announcement of the 
disappearance of Dorothy Arnold 
for more than six weeks. 


FOUR MEN QUIZZED 


‘AFTER SHE VANISHED! 


Miss Arnold was 25 years old when 
she dropped from sight. She was tne 
second of four children born to 
Francis R. Arnold, millionaire head 
of a perfumery and cosmetics con- 
cern, and the former Mary Martha 
Parks, of Montreal. Dorothy was 
graduated from Bryn Mawr in 1905 
and thereafter lived the life of the 
usual New York society girl—teas, 
musicals, amateur theatricals, 
dances, bridge parties. 

In between times she wrote short 
stories and tried to sell them to 
magazines. 

No one knows —outside her family, 
at any rate—whether she ever. fell 
seriously in love. Four men were 
questioned after she vanished and 
only one of them, George S. CGris- 
com Jr., 40-year-old bachelor of 
Pittsburgh, figured at all prominent- 
lv in the case. Matter of fact, he 
was the only one of her male friends 
whose name was even allowed to be- 
come public. 

The young woman had known 
Griscom, an unobstrusive sart of 
person, who was—if you can believe 
it—still called “Junior” by his fam- 
ily, for several years. How well, ex- 
actly, we do not know. The Arnold 
family never liked to talk about 
that. Griscom himself said that he 
and Dorothy had been in love and 
engaged but the Arnolds vigorously 
denied it, though one would think 
he should know, if anybody should. 

Miss Arnold disappeared Monday, 
Mecember 12, 1910—but before we 
come to that we must set down a 
series of known events which may 
or may not have had something to 
do with the disappearance. Some of 
them seem quite inexplicable. 

As we have stated, the young 
woman had ambitions of becoming 
a writer—certainly not an unusual 
urge. In the early summer of 1910 
he wrote a short story and sub- 
mitted it to McClure’s Magazine. 
[he magazine rejected it, but 
whether or not the girl was greatly 
depressed by the matter we do not 
know. She decided she would like to 
rent a studio in Greenwich Village 
—the family lived on East 79th 
street—but her father put his foot 
down on that idea 

‘The impression one gets, in 
studving the case, is that the Ar- 
nold family did not take Dorothy's 
ambitions and talent—if she had 
anyv—very seriously.) 

In the autumn of tha? year she 
went to the general postoffice down- 
town and. using her own name, 
rented a box. Here she subsequent- 
ly received rejected manuscripts 
and. in some instances, personal 
mail. She never told her family 
that she had rented this bux. Very 
possibly she had the usual timidity 
of struggling novices and shrank 
from the family curtosity regarding 
her “writing.” 

Now we record some rather ex- 
traordinary incidents. 

On September 16, 1910, while the 
young woman was at York Harbor, 
Maine. with her parents, Griscom 
registered at a hotel in Boston 
and three days later engaged a room 
for Miss Arnold in another Boston 
hotel. 

Dorothy, who told her family that 
she was going to visit a former 
classmate, Theodora Bates, in Came 
bridge. Mass. joined Griscom in 
Boston and for five days they were 
seen together constantly. This was 
later reported to the Boston volice 
hy friends of Sonny—bveg parden— 
Junior Griscom. 

On the 23d of September, the 

secretive Miss Arnold had hocked 

gold watch and chain, two 
and two diamond rings. 
$60 on the lot and gave 
rer own mame and address. 

The following day Griscom and 
Miss Arnold checked out of their 
hotels. She returned to York Har- 
bor 
VISITS MISS BATES 
IN WASHINGTON. 

Meanwhile the young woman had 
been working on another short story, 
called “Poinsettia of the Flame.” 
which she dispatched to McClures 
upon her return to New York. She 
gave her secret postoffice box as her 
return address. 

Next even®—her visit to Theodora 
Bates in Washington. D. C.. where 


Miss Bates was teaching. She left 


November 23, taking a suitcase and 
giving 1000 Mintwood place, Wash- 
ington, where Miss Bates lived with 
her mother and sister, as her for- 
warding address. She arrived in 
Washington and spent that night at 
the Bates apartment. 

The next morning, Thanksgiving 
morning, when Dorothy did not get 
up, her friend went in and learned 
that she did not feel well. While 
Dorothy was still in bed a large en- 
velope, which had been forwarded 
from New York, was delivered to the 
house and Miss Bates brought it up 
to her friend. 

Dorothy glanced at it and said 
nothing. 

The Bates family fully expected 
Miss Arnold to remain with them 
over the holidays—that is, until 
Sunday night, at least. But the very 
next morning she walked into the 
living room fully dressed, with her 
suitcase in her hand, and announced 
she was going home. They looked 
at her in amazement. 

“But you were going to stay over 
the week-end!” exclaimed Miss 
Bates. 

“No,” said Derothy. “I only came 
to spend the holiday.” 

“Dorothy, you certainly were go- 
ing to stay until Sunday night, at 
least!” insisted Theodora. “What 
has happened?” 

“Nothing has happened?” 

She left and returned to New 
York. There her family also ex- 
pressed amazement at her sudden 
return. When Mrs. Arnold asked 
why she hadn’t remained over the 
week-end, as she had intended, the 
young woman saki, “I didn’t intend 
to stay more than one day. You’re 
mistaken, mother.” 

The explanation of this strange 
behavior may possibly be seen in a 
long letter she wrote the next day, 
Saturday, to George Griscom. Ac- 
cording to John 8S. Keith, personal 
attorney for the Arnold family, the 
letter was mostly girlish gossip, but 
near the end she wrote the follow- 
ing: 

“Well, it has come back. McClure’s 
has turned me down. Failure stares 
me in the face. All I see ahead is a 
long road with no turning. Mother 
will always think an accident has 
happened.” 

In view of what happened later, 
this sounded ominous. 

Two weeks’ passed—her parents 
said that nothing of any moment 
occurred in the girl’s life, so far as 
they knew. On December 8, Dorothy 
mailed 75 invitations to the coming- 
out party for her aister, Marjorie, 
which was to take place on the 16th. 
On the 9th she went to the bank 
and withdrew all the money she had 
there—$36. She shopped along Fifth 
avenue and that evening went to an 
art exhibit at the Metropolitan mu- 
seum. ‘ 

The next morning she told her 
mother she was going shopping 
again. 

“If I find @ dress I like I'll tele- 
phone you,” she said. 

That afternoon she attended a 
matinee of “The Garden of Allah,” 
with Elsie Henry, daughter of a 
Wall Street broker, and then went 
to the Waldorf Astoria hotel for tea. 
Miss Arnold had invited her friend, 
who was another former classmate, 
and paid for the theater tickets and 
the refreshments at the Waldorf. 
As they were parting they made an 
engagement to meet the following 
Monday. 

On Sunday, the llth, Miss Ar- 
nold telephoned Elsie and broke the 
date, saying she might be all Mon- 
day finding the dress for Marjorie’s 
coming-out party. 

“I'll call you later,” she said. 

We come now to the last day, 
Monday, December 12, 1910. 

Dorothy Arnold left the house 
about 11:15 a. m., telling her moth- 
er she planned to shop around for 
the dress. Mrs. Arnold said, “wait 
until I change my dress and I'll go 
with you.” 

“Oh, never mind,” said the daugh- 
ter. “If I find anything I like, I'll 
telephone you and you can come see 
it.” 

The girl was wearing a tailored 
blue serge dress, a long blue coat, 
black velvet hat, and carried a black 
fox muff with white points. She was 
quite attractive, of medium height, 
well rounded, with abundant dark 
brown hair. Her spirits seemed ex- 
cellent, and she was in perfect 
health. 

A Httle later she was seen ir @ 
Grug store at the corner of Fifth 
avenue and 57th street. She bought 
a half-pound box of candy and had 
it charged. (She frequently made 
her luncheon out of chocolates— 
perhaps that explains why she 
weighed 140 pounds.) 

At 1:45 o'clock she came out of 
Brentano's book store at the cor- 
ner of Fifth avenue and 27th street. 
She had under her arm a book she 
had just bought. The book was “An 
Engaged Girl's Sketches,” and was 
also charged. 

As Miss Arnold reached the side- 
walk in front of the store she en- 
countered Miss Gladys King, a 
friend, who was walking north on 
the avenue. The Arnold girl called 
to Miss King and they stood talking 
for a few moments. 

“I'm on my way to meet mother 
for luneheon,” said Miss King. “I 
was to meet her at 1:30 at the 
Waldorf and I'm 16 minute late 
now. By the way, I received your 
invitation to Marjorie’s party, and I 
was just going to mail my «ccept- 
ance. Here's the letter—you might 
as well take it along with you.” 

Dorothy laughed, thrust the letter 
into her bag, and they parted. 

And at that spot. so far as any 
ome seems to kndw. Dorothy Arnold 
vanished. In all the feverish and

(Later, after 
the case became public, there were 
various reports to the effect that 
Dorothy had been seen in steamship 
offices, inquiring about rates to 
Cuba and other places.) 


ALL EFFORTS FAIL 
TO SOLVE THE RIDDLE. 


It was not until January 25, 1911, 
that the public learned about the 
strange case of Dorothy Arnold. 

On ¢hat night reporters from all 
the newspapers gathered in Keith’s 
office and heard the news. It was, 
of course, a sensational story—as 
sensational, in its way, as the Lind- 
bergh case. The reporters at once 
began unearthing all sorts of facts 
and reports, but all the efforts of 
the private detectives, the police 
under William J. Flynn, and the 
newspapers, came to nothing. 


The enigma simply could not be 
solved. 

Mrs. Arnold and her son, John, 
hastened to Italy, on the theory 
that the girl had joined Griscom 
there, but Griscom denied all knowl- 
edge of Dorothy’s whereabouts. The 
meeting between Griscom and John 
Arnold developed into a stormy one 
but nobody was hurt—much less ac- 
cidentally riddled with a shotgun. 
Junior surrendered several letters 
he had received from Dorothy. 

When young Arnold returned from 
abroad he stated that his interviews 
with Griscom had produced nothing 
of value. Later Griscom himself ar- 
rived and hired a detective to aid 
in the hunt. 

As a last resort, on March 18, 
1911, the police dragged the lakes 
in Central Park. 

Four months of searching, and 
finally, on April 13, 1911, the Arnold 
family asked the authorities to dis- 
continue the hunt. They were con- 
vinced, they said, that the girl was 
dead. 

The reader can imagine how many 
were the theories advanced to ac- 
count for her disappearance—that 
she vanished of her own free will: 
that she was kidnaped; that she 
fell into the hands of persons who, 
by hypnotism, deprived her of her 
will and made her forget the past; 
that she committed suicide in such 
@ way that her body never was 
found; that she eloped; that she en- 
tered a convent. Etc. 

Something of a sensation was 
caused in April, 1921, when Captain 
John H. Ayres, head of the Bureau 
of Missing Persons, stated in an ad- 
dress to the High School of Com- 
merce that the Dorothy Arnold case 
had been soived and that the family 
and police had known the solution 
for a long while. '

the matter, promptly called Ayres 

to account, whereupon Captain - 
Ayres declared that he had been. 
misquoted. 

Still, one wonders... 

Arnold died a year later and Mrs. 
Arnold died in 1928. Each of their 
will contained the same statement 
about Dorothy— 

“I have made no provision in this 
will for my beloved daughter, H. C. 
Dorothy Arnold, as I am satisfied 
that she is not living.”
